Commencement of the Boundury—From the 
forking of the Dullai and Doobree Kivers, a 
little to the Kast of Teriah Ghaut, the boundary 
runs along the course of the former river as far 
as Kulloo Chnrra, marked by the Ist Pillar, 
which it follows to the Pankhin Khbal ¢Pillar &)
